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PAPER WHICH ASKS FOR

HE following is the recom- 
T mendations made by the spe- 
cial committee to council for 
i an increase of liquor licenses: 
¢ “atianta, Ga., November 19, 1906. 
; To the Honorable Mayor and Gen- 
eral Council, Atlanta—Gentlemen: 
Your special committee, recently 
appointed ‘to consider applications 
for liquor licenses, beg to make 
the following recommendations to 
wit: 
; “1! That the legislature be re- 
® questeq to amend the charter of 
: the city of Atlanta fixing the li- 
$ cense to sell retail liquor at not 
; less than $2,000 per year, nor more 
@ than $3,000 per year, and whole- 
: sale licenses not less than $1,000 
@ per year. 
® “2 That no licenses to sell beer 
: be granted in either white or col- 
¢ ored residence sections of the city 
$ of Atlanta. 
® “3. That each applicant for a li- 
: quor license be examined as to his 
¢ moral character, his past record 
; and as to his seeming ability to 
@ keep order in his establishment.” 
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An important paper from the special 
saloon investigating committee was pre- 
pared to be read to the city council yes- 
terday afternoon, but was held up on 
the request of two members of the com- 
mittee who had not had time to look 


into the subject matter. 
The paper was a recommendation to 


council to have the city charter amend- 


éd-se'as to make.ihe saloon licenses not 
less than $2,000 nor more than $3,000 a 
year. The license for saloons is now 
$1,000. 

The paper also recommended that no 
beer saloons be allowed in any resident 
section of the city and that all appli- 
eants be subject to a rigid examination 
before a license was granted. 

The paper further recommended that 
wholesale license be not less than $1,000 
a year. | 

It Is said that many of the liquor deal- 
ers have. signified a willingness for the 
proposed increases. 

Alderman Peters was to have presented 
the paper, the full text of which is given 
in another column. 

' The paper will go before the special 
committee, which is as follows: 

Aldermen Peters and Key, Councilmen 
Oldknow, Roberts, Hancock, Ellis and 
Pomeroy, Police Commissioner Woodside 
and Chief of Police Jennings. 

It Was Quickly Signed. 

When the paper was handed to the 
Members of the committee who were 
present at the council meeting it was 
Sighed by the following:

Washington, November. !9.—Actirg un- 
der orders of ‘Secretary Taft, Majo1 Gen- 
eral Ainsworth, military secretary, has 
directed that further discharges of the 
men of the three negro companies of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry, on account of the 
shooting at Brownsville, Tex.. be sus- 
pended pending further erders. 

The action, it is stated, tonight, is in 
order to await the return of Secretary 
Taft to Washington tomorrow, and is 
pending further advices from President 
Roosevelt, who has been communicated 
with on the subject. 

The war department has been deluged 
with protests against the order direct- 
three com- 
panies. It is reported tonight that a 
further investigation will be made, and 
that certain officers may .be called on 
for an explanation of the movement of 
these men at the time the Brownsville 
incident occurred. 

Unsafe To Keep Negroes in Army. 

“The three companies of the Twenty- 
fifth infantry were ordered discharged 
Lecause it is not safe to have them in the 
army. They cannot be trusted, and for 
the protection of the public ang the 
preservation of the discipline of the army 
tweir discharge is necessary,’ acting Sec- 
retary Oliver of the war department said 
today. 

“The idea seems to prevail’ that the 
mén were ordered ~ dfsenarged “because 
they refused to tell on their companions 
and because they sre black. Nothing 
could be further from the truth. These 
soldiers shot up a town. All of them

\refuse to tell anything’ about the dis- 


graceful affair at Brownsville, which re- 
sulted in murder. The companies are 
shielding murderers, There are men in 


the companies who are criminals of the 
worst sort. Every effort possible has 
been made by the war department to fin? 
the guilty men, but without avail. If 
these companies were permitted to re- 
main in the service and were to shoot up 
another town and again endanger the 
lives of citizens, the war . department 
would be in an indefensible position. Tt 
is impossible to courtmartial each of ihe 
men in these companies, for a charge 
cannot be preferred against every one of 
the members of the companies, The 
government has no means of punishing 
the crime except by discharging all the 
men.’’ 

Negro Preachers Arraign Roosevelt. 

New York, November 1!19.—Resolutions 
disapproving the action of President 
Roosevelt in dismissing from the army 
without honor three companies of negro 
soldiers who were members of the 
Twenty-fifth infantry were adopted to- 
Cay by an organization known as “The 
Colored Baptist Ministers of Greater 
New York and vicinity.’’ 

The resolutions declare that from all 
evidence the president's action was taken 
hastily and ‘‘the mhole battalion was 
d.smissed for not peaching on their com- 
rades when it is not kncewn and has not 
been clear that they knew anything of 
it.

The veto of the. mayor in which h¢ 
turned down the ordinance granting a 
franchise to the. Atlanta and Carolina 
Construction Company to use certain 
streets for trolley car lines, was over- 
ridden by the city eouncil yesterday at- 
ternoon by a practically unanimous vote. 

Of the sixteen councifmen only one— 
Councilman Pattillo—was absent, end 
when the vote was taken it resulted in 
only one vote, that of Councilman Draper, 
being cast to sustain the mayor's veto. 
Mr. Draper stated he voted that way 
because he thought the entire council 
should go over the ‘proposed route. 

The two councilmen from the taird 
ward, Messrs. Chosewood and Oldknow, 
voted to override the veto, and Alder- 
man Holland, from the same ward, stated 
that he would so vote when the matter 
came Wefore the aldermanic board next 
Thursday. 

Most of the line to which objections 
were made runs through the third ward, 
and the fact that the three representa- 
tives of that ward Were unanimous in 
granting the franchise over the mayor's 
veto carried considerable weight.

Thirty-seven of the seventy-nine pas- 
sengers on the Dix were rescued. Of 
thie five female passengers on the Dix, 
the only one to escape. was Alice Simp- 
sgn, a 15-year-old girl. She is believed 
ic be the only person who escaped from 
the main deck.of .the steamer, where 
rrore than half of the Dix’'s passengers 
vere shut in when the fatal crash came.

Radical Changes Are Made i

Commission Is Reorganized With 
the Views of.the President.

Washington, November 19.—An order 
signed on the isthmus of Panama by 
President Roosevelt making radical 
changes in the organization of the af- 
fairs of the government for the canal 
zone, was made public today at the of- 
fices of the commission. 

The order gives’ to Chairman Shonts 
supreme authority over all departments. 
It reorganizes the entire workings of the 
commission, in accordance with the pres- 
ident’s views of controlling the situation 
under his plan to press the excavation 
as rapidly as possible. The executive 
committee of three members, each the 
head of a department, has been abolish- 
ed, and in its stead seven departments afe 
created, and the chief of eacn will report 
to and receive instructions from the 
chairman of the commission. These de- 
partments will oe under the direction of 
John F. Stevens, chief engineer; Richard 
R. Rodgers, General counsel; W uliam UC. 
Gorgas, cifef sanitary officer; D. W. 
Ross, chief purchasing officer, and Jack- 
son Smith, manager of labor and quar- 
ters. 

The president will take up the question 
of the appointment-of a new commission 
upon his return to Washington,

Following the 
windstorm of Saturday night, rain has 
fallen almost continvuously throughout 
this territory and pract‘cally the entire 
d:strict is under water to a depth of sev- 
eral feet. Creeks and small streams ire 
leaving their banks and many of the 
roorer white persons, as well as scores 
Oo. negroes, have been forced from thelfc 
homes by the rising waters, seeking ref- 
uge in many instances.in trees. 

Every effort is being made to reméve 
them to places of gafety. but because of 
the continued rainfall the work of res- 
cue is proceeding slowly. 

Weather Bitter Cold. 

To add to the seriousness of the situa- 
lion, the weather {s becoming bitter*cold 
anq much suffering is anticipated.

of their mail a whole day when trains arrive after the carriers have departed 
on these routes. | 

Carriers on the R. F. D. routes usually make their rounds six times a 
week. The lateness of arrivals, which has become a daily occurrence, 16 
bad enough when it means a loss of time to the railroad towns, but it is 
much more serious when, as a consequence, carriers must depart without 
their daily mail which they cannot deliver, and cannot take out the delayed 
mail until the second day following—a loss of twenty-four bours. 

The effect of such a system is a most serious stagnation of, business. 
Mail orders to the farmer in the country for his produce are delayed, caus- 
ing loss to the producer and the eager customer. Home letters, friendly let- 
ters and social letters are held back, causing distress and discomfort to the 
writer as well as the recipient. Information as to the quotations on cotton 
and farm products is withheld by the delay of mail, thus robbing the farmer 
of facts which would be of immense value to him. The small merchant is 
inconvenienced as well as the producer, and the main object held in view 
in the establishment of the R. F. D. system is defeated. A well organized 
system which the government spends millions every year to maintain is 
thus severely hampered by the neglect of the railroads to do their part of 
the service. 

The patience of the country people who are 80 vitally dependent upon 
the R. F. D. service is strained to the utmost and the indifference of the 
railroads in working some reform to meet the growing and widespread com- 
plaints is only adding insult to injury.

THE FARMERS’ UNION 11 CENTS IN SIGHT AGAIN! 


Measured by the sole practical guage—returns, in dollars and cents— 
the Farmers’ Industrial and Educational Union has, even at this stage of the 
cotton-selling season, laid the agricultural interests of the entire south under 
heavy financial obligations. In so doing its officials have manifested such 
a penetrating and an all-embracing knowledge of the conditions ruling this 
most complicated of industries, as must win the support and confidence of 
all those whose annual welfare is nearly or remotely affected by the price 
of cotton. 

The story is soon told, easily comprehended and carries its own lesson. 

Before the opening of the selling season the Union fixed the minimum 
price at which its members should market their staple at efeven cents a 
pound. The decision was not reached hastily or through haphazard surmise. 
The members of the committee were farmers of actual experienpe in every 
pranch of cotton cultivation. There was nothing theoretical or academic in 
their deliberations. 

Making due allowance for all the factors entering into the value of this 
year’s crop, they concluded that 11 cents was an equitable price for the 
staple of the farmer—giving him a fair return for his labor and affording 
him the reasonable margin of profit allowed to the follower of every classi- 
fied occupation. : 

it took courage to definitely advise the three-quarter million membership 
of the Union. The responsibility was great: Well informed though they 
werd, the members of the committee wére no seers. The teeming unce 
tainties inseparable from cotton might have led men less convinced of the 
loyalty of their following to name a lower minimum, leaving a loophole 
through which they might themselves have retreated had unforeseen events 
proved their judgment in error. / ’ 

They might have “played safety’—and lost the one, and the one hundred, 
horse farmer of the south several hundred thousand—perhaps several mil- 
lion—dollars. But they employed logic and discernment—conservatively, 
sanely, bravgly—and all Dixie is today, in a measure, in debt to their 
sagacity. 

For their course has been unanswerably vindicated. 

Since the day the first bale of the new crop came to market, cotton has 
ranged, almost uniformly, well over ten cents and toward the eleven-cent 
mark. True, it has gone a fraction below ten cents, as the result of the on- 
slaught of the bears and the steady assertions of. the Hoadleys that this was 
a record breaking crop and was worth but 8 cents. But the price has ex- 
ceeded eleven cents often enough to’ more than offset these negligible vic- 
tories of the bears. The season has held consistently nearer eleven than ten 
cents. 

Suppose, in an excess of timidity, they had counseled their seven hun- 
dred and fifty thousand members and, through these, the other thousands 
of non-members, to let go their cotton the moment the market touched—well, 
even ten cents, for instance. 

After having once gone below, the day cotton reached ten cents every 
pound outside of the field would have been thrown on fhe market. Prices 
would have slumped and there would have been absolutely no protection to 
the farmer against a falling market. Most likely ten cents would have been 
the high-water mark, which would never have been reached again during 
the remainder of the season. _, : 

On the other hand, with 11 cents as the holding figure, there was no mad 
scramble for the market when the price reached ten cents., Juotations rose 
steadily, point by point, until it is now within sight of eleven cents again, 
while the vast majority who have already marketed have received well in 
excess of ten, and as a rule, nearer eleven. 

Therefore, for every point over ten cents which cotton has recorded 
since the opening of the selling season the credit must go to the eleven-cent 
minimum resolutely established by the Farmers’ Union. That minimum has 
given the market a healthy tone, the effects of which will be manifested to 
the very end of the season, regardless of possible developments.

The Georgia plan of district agri- 
cultural schools, the enactment of 
which is due in great measure to 
the persistent efforts of . Governor 
Terrell, is quite a simple one, yet with 
& promise of the maximum effective- 
ness and permanent. good. 3 

These schools are to be established, 
one in each congressional district, as 


branches of the State College of 
Agriculture, a department of the Uni- 


versity of Georgia; and it is directed 
that the general board of trustees 
of the university shall exercise su- 
pervision over them to such extent 
as may be necessary to secure unity 
of plan and efficiency. 

The eleven ~ agricultural 
thus established are to be main- 
tained by the inspection fees received 
by the state department of agricul- 
ture from fertilizers, oils and the 
like, fees indirectly paid by the far- 
mer; 
to furnish for the _maintengnce of 
each school approximately $6,000 an- 
nually, 

Each school is to be directly gov- 
erned by a board of trustees made up 
of one from. each county in the con- 
gresstonal district, such trustee to 
serve for six years. 

It is required that the county in 
which the district school is to be lo- 
cated shall give for the purpose not 
less than 200 acres of good land and 
the necessary buildings for carrying 
on the school work. And so keen 
has competition been among counties 
to secure. these schools that in 
every case there has been, or will 
be, given much more than the legis- 
lative requirement. 

One-half of the proceeds from. the 
sale of products of the farm or shops 
such as are not consumed in each 
school, is to be set aside as a fund 


“to pay the Students; each stu@ent 
who has performed his duties for the! 


entire school year Satisfactorily to 
receive not exceeding $100. 

The course of studies in these 
schools is limited to the elementary 
branches of an English education, 
practical treatises or lectures on ag- 
riculture in all its branches, intiua. 
ing practical agricultural work, and 
the mechanie arts, and such other 
studies as will enable studenté com- 
pleting the course to enter the fresh- 
man class of the State College of Ag- 
riculture on certificate of the prin- 
cipal, 

The faculty is to consist of a prin- 
cipal who shall be an intefligent far- 


,Mer, one superintendent and instruct- 
/ s 

or in farm work, one inteHigent me- 
chanic to direct and instruct in all}. 


mechanical work, one practical] in- 
structor in the care of stock and 
dairying, one instructor in English, 
and such others as funds may per- 
mit, the trustees having authority to 
dispense with or combine. the duties 
of any of these as necessity may re- 
quire. Another practical feature is 
the requirement that these instruct- 
ors shall aid and cooperate in con- 
ducting farmers’ institutes in the 
counties of their respective districts. 

Practical work by the students is 
provided for, not only-on the farm, 
but in the barns and shops and in 
erecting whatever buildings are re- 
quired by the ‘growth and expansion 
of the schools. 

Tuition is to be wholly free, the 
number’ of students, with equitable 
division. of them among the counties, 
to be limited by the trustees in ac 
cordance with capacity and means. 
The trustees are authorized to rent 
from time to time any-portions of 
the property not required for the 
uses of the school. — 3

With Gas, 


W. H. Freeman, of the Marion, 
Locked His Door and Put Tube 
From a Gas Jet to His 
Mostrils — HeaMa 
Was Poor. 


After having tried Ineffectually five 
times to end his lffe, W. H. Freeman, 
who clerked at the Marion. hotel, sui- 
elded yesterday morning by inhaling gas 
fn his bedroom at 130 Ivy street. He 
took the gas last Saturday morning 
about 5 o'clock and died yesterday morn- 
ing about 9 o'clock without ever having 


regained consciousness. 

The manner in which he made the | 
preparations to end his life showed a 
Geliberation and carefulness which in- 
dicated that he did not intend to let 
his sixth attempt end as the others had 
done. 

When he retired to his room Friday 
night he gave no intimation of his pur- 
pose to take his own life. He appeared 
to be in his usual] health, which had not 
*been good for many years. 

He closed his door and locked it. He 
must have slept a part of the night, for 
it is believed he made the preparations 
‘for his death about 5 o’clock Saturday 
morning. 

At that hour he went into the bath 
room adjoining his sleeping apartment 
and detached the rubber tube which fed 
the heater with gas. Rettirning to his 
-yoom he attached one end of the tube 
to a gas jet, moved his bed directly un- 
der the chandelier, laid down upon the 
bed and placed the other end of the 
tube to his nostrils after having turned 
on the gas. : 

‘Was Heard in His Room. 

The noise he made in moving the bed 
and entering the bath room wag heard, 
and that is why the hour was ascertain- 
ed. It was thought at the time that he 
was taking a bath and no.attention was 
paid. to it. 

Later in the morning the odor of es- 
caping gas filled the house and a search 
revealed the fact that a jet in Mr. Free 
man’s room was turned on. The door 
was forced and he was found unconscious 
on the bed and still Inhaling the gas. 

Dr. M. A. Purse was called in and he 
l worked with his patient from the time 


Re reached the house until yesterday 


morning, when death came. 

The body was removed to the funeral 
parlors of H. M. Patterson, where the 
gervices were conducted by the Elks, 
the deceased being a member of that or- 
der. 

The body was taken to Knoxville, 
Tenn., last evening for burnial. 

Wife Was in Knoxville. 

The wife of the deceased was in Knox- 
ville on a visit to relatives at the time 
he decideqd to commit suicide and she 
was notified by wire and reached At- 
lanta Sunday night. 

Mr. Freeman is survived by his wife. 

He had no children. He was livit® with 
his sister, Mrs. W. Il. Meador. 
_.Mr. Freeman came to Atlanta four 
months ago from the Imperial hotel, in 
Knoxville, to accept a position at the 
Marion in this city. 

For several years his health had been 
bad and recently he felt that he was 
continually getting worse. Within two 
years he made six attempts to end his 
sufferings, twice with gas, and the sixth 
time he was successful. The other at- 
tempts were frustrated by the timely 
work of physicians. When discovered 
Saturday morning he was too far gone 
for medical skill to save him again.

The meeting developed a deal 
of division and many left, but the nine- 
teen who remained passed a resolution 
calling for an immediate fight, despite 
the fact that protests had been’ on the 
line that the meeting was not a repre- 
sentative one. 

According to this resolution, the fight 
was to be taken up immediately, but 
yesterday at the meetings of both the 
Methodist and Baptist ministers the 
question was tabooed.

At the meeting Friday 
he declared it unwise to proceed with- 
out further probing the trend of public 
sentiment. Yesterday he reiterated this 
position, stating that he finds many 
prominent prohibitionists against an elec- 
tion in Fulton now, and that, becafse of 
the division in the white ribbon ranks, 
he is ‘Opposed to inaugurating the. con- 
test just at. this time.

Mr. Townshend’s Address. 

The formal opening of the exhibition 
was marked by the short address by Mr. 
Townshend. He -was introduced by Mr. 
Robert Alston, president of the club, and 
said in part: 

“It affords me much pleasure and 
gratification to meet Atlanta’s art lovers 
here tonight, and before the i126 pictures 
which surround us on the walis of this 


gallery and which are truly representa- 


tive of Aemrican art today, imtroduce 
to. Atlanta the work of our stronger 
painters, This exhibition, which I hope 
will meet with your approval, and which 
I feel quite confident that if you will 
study, you will find both -improying and 
pleasure-giving is the result of coopera- 
tion. From my experience of nearly 
thirty years as an art critic and writer 
for some of the larger New York news- 
papers and from my added experience as 
the art dictor of the Charleston expo- 
sition in 1901 and 1902, I concluded three 
or four years ago that there was a wide 
and fruitful field in the south for the 
development of art interest and cultiva- 
tion. 

“The beginnings of art in the United 
States were in the south. Jong before 
there was any art taste cultivation or 
ownership in the north the homes of the 
early rice and indigo planters of the 
tide-water counties of the Carolinas and 
Georgia; of the tobacco planters of Vir- 
ginia and of the rice and sugar planters 
of Louisiana were filled with pictures, for 
the most part portraits, and many by 
celebrated masters, rich furniture and 
silver. These early American families 
were of gentle birth and brovght them- 
selves or their parents from their homes 
across the seas, an inheritage of art, 
taste and knonwledge. So it was, that 
with increasing means many crossed the 


ocean to have their portraits painted by 
even fReynolds, 


(Romney, Gainsborough, 
Hoppner, Reatrun or the early French 
masters. Others sat for their portraits 


to such American masters as Gilbert, 


Stuart, Copley, the Peales, Trumbull, 
Jarvis, Jouett, Inman, Waldo and later 
on to Sully, and for minatures of them- 
selves and childrén to Malbone, Fraser 
and Bonnetheau. 

“It is unnecessary for me to rehearse 
the causes why when art in the south 
flourished in the late !8th and early 19th 
centuries but during the last half of the 
19th century it has languished.

Cooperative Exhibitions. 

“From Atlanta the exhibition may pos- 
sibly go to Knoxville, from about De- 
cember 10 or later until the end of the 
month, but at any rate will proceed to 
New Orleans in early January and pos- 
sibly to Tampa, Palm Beach and St. Au- 
gustine, and will open in Savannah about 
February 6, and in Charleston early in 
March. The exhibition, on its way north 
from Charleston, will possibly stop in 
Richmond for the first two weeks in 
April, and will finish its circuit in Balti- 
more the last fortnight of April. 

“I have now briefiy sketched for you 
the plan of this cooperative exhibition. 
It is the result of what I would call a 
benignant trust, for I divide trusts into 
two classes, as do the doctors diseases, 
namely, benignant and malignant. I trust 
that you will support this trust, and fa-' 
vor it in every way possible. It will not 
raise the price of commodities, but will 
show you how to cheapen the price of 
a luxury; how art is not a luxury, but 
a necessity in the development of the 
higher type of man and woman. 

“I remember once hearing of a religious 
meeting called for the purpose of praying 
for a suffering and poverty-stricken sis- 
ter. After a number of the brethren and 
sisters had poured forth their expression 
of personal sympathy, and had called 
upon the Lord to aid the afflicted one, an 
old man in the rear of the church, who 
had been looked upofi rather askance as 
a scoffer, rose from his seat, marched up 
to the pulpit, pulled a bill from his 
pocket and, slamming it down on the 
pulpit, said, as he faced the astonished 
audience: ‘I am sorry for sister Jones 
$50.’ The bearing of this story Hes in 
the application of it. The only Way to 
further the cayse of art is to support the 
cause of art, either through your purse 
or your labors. 

“Artists mypst live, and to live they 
must sell their works. The way to ena- 
ble them to sell their works is to show 
them to the people who can afford to 
buy them, and who need not necessarily 
be actuated by altruistic motives in so 
buying. For a good work of art not 
only gives pleasure, but education to its 
owner. I wish I could impress upon my 
hearers the fact that good art is always 
a good investment. It is perhaps not 
generally known that with the exception 
of the modern Dutch painters and Monet 
and his followers of Giverny, France, 
today, there is no great school of art 
anywhere, certainly none that gives the 
promise for the future of the modern 
American landscape school. We have 
some superior figure, marine and mural 
pairters, also, but our modern iand- 
scapists have a healthier vigor and 
promise that make their works of con- 
stantly appreciating value. 


Value of American Pictures. 


"I know of no better investment, and 
no safer one, than carefully-selected 
modern American pictures, which can 
now be bought at comparatively tow 
prices as compared with those of foreign 
works most in demand, and which are 
constantly increasing in value. Mr. 
| Thomas B. Clarke, of New York, netted 
a profit of $100,000 on his collection of 
modern American paintings sold about 
ten years ago at auction, and Mr. Wil- 
liam T. Evans, also of New York, made 
almost the same profit im the sale of 
his collection a few years later. And yet 
people will teli you that there is no 
value in American paintings and sculp- 
tors. This is due to the very false and 
stupid idea started and fostered by in- 
terested persons for business purposes 
that there is no good art but foreign art. 

“In this connection let me utter a word. 
of warning. During the last few years, 
‘and since the great increase of wealth in 
the United States, there has been an 
enormous number of“spurious and for- 
eign, and even some American 
sold in the United States. Some of these 
are so cleverly executed with ‘ forged 
signatures, etc., that‘they would deceive

AY STANNARD BAKER, of the 
R American Magazine, returned to 
Atlanta Sunday and will be in the 
city for several days before he leaves 


for another trip to other parts of the 


south. 

Mr. Baker spent yesterday morning in 
Judge Broyles’ court studying the crim- 
inal class of negroes that flock to the 
Monday morning matinee, We found 
many things to interest and amuse him, 
Mr. Baker has been in the south about 
four weeks, and he finds the negro pro- 
blem far more intricate than he had 
any idea of. He will be here for fully 
three months longer, after which time 
he will go north and prepare his articles. 

“IT am frankly amazed at the intricacies 
of the negro question as_ disclosed 
during my stay in the south,” said Mr. 
Baker. ‘The deeper I go into it the 
more I find there ig to learn and interest 
one. After one month here I can only 
say that I tbegin to catch a glimmer of 
light here and there. It ‘is a far bigger 
problam than I had imagined. I see no 
solution of the problem as yet. In fact, 
as I have always stated I do not at- 
tempt to offer any solution of it. 

“In order to understand the ‘negro 
thoroughly one must understand the con- 
ditions which made him what he is to- 
day. One must be a psychologist. It is 
the same ‘way with every alien race, The 
negro, I take it, is as difficult for the 
average Anglo-Saxon to comprehend as 
the Chinese or the East Indian, That 
is one of the things which makes the 
question so difficult. 

‘*T was particularly interested in. the 
account published in The Constitution of 
the Joe Glenn trial. I was not in the 
city at the time and I am Sorry I did 
not have an opportunity of hearing it. 
The personnel of the jury was remark- 
able and argues well. The sudden and 
unexpected turn the case took strikes 
me as a telling argument against lynch- 
ing and in talking with southern men 
I, find a strong sentiment against any 
repetition of mob law.”’ 

Mr. Baker is interested in the recent 
disturbances in Atlanta simply as an in- 
cident to his story.

Her passen- 
ger accommodations are being enlarged, 
and it is quite possible she wil] also be 
fitted for the purpose of carrying third- 
class passengers for the remedying of 
the present scarcity of labor in the 
south, ’ 

While she will be completed in De- 
cember, it is probable that she’ will 
make her maiden trip south January 5, 
stopping at Brunswick and then pro- 
ceeding to Havana. In this way she will 


offer a new port-for Cuban passengers } 


and for al) those from this territory, 
the west and middle west will offer facil- 
ities obviating the long, tiresome trip by 
rail to Miami and Port Tampa. 

The placing of the Brunswick in ser- 
vice is an experiment, and if it proves 
successful, as is promised, other boats 
will be added. At first she expects to 
make a complete trip from New York to 
Brunswick, Havana and return in two 
weeks. 

It is believed that with the establish- 
ment of this new line the resources of 
this section will be greatly ‘benefited. 
From Birmingham there is much iron 
and coal and pipe for which there is a 
big market in Cuba with the present ac- 
tivity, enterprise and development which 
is going on in the island. From ius 
immediate section, cotton goods and 
other manufactured goods will be given 
the opportunity of a direct line to this 
great market, while further south that 
section will have the opportunity of com- 
peting in lumber and naval stores on a 
much better footing thari at present.
